Wells nre spoken of as shallow or deep, dug,
bored, driven, or drilled, and In the ense of tubu-
lar wells, as nonflowing, flowing, er arteslan.
Persons Interested In the various types of wells
and their construction, advantages, disadvantages,
ote,, will find the subject tremted in Furmers' Bul-
letin No. 941,

Wherever possible, the farmhouse should be
fitted with some sort of ruaning-water system,
simple or elaborate, according to the Investment
the owner 18 able to make. For such systems
wuter may be ralsed by natural flow, hydranbe
rams, pumps, alr lifts, or alr-digplucement punops,
Hydraulic rams are the most economical water-
lifting devices.  Since rams of various slzes and
makes perform differently, It nsually Is necessary
to accept the mechanical detalls determined by
the manufacturer. The minimum, never moce
than the average, flow of the spring should de-
termine the size of the ram. Otherwlse, the one
gelected mny be too large for the dry-weather
Small lows may be determined by noting
the time required to fill a vessel of known ca-
pacity, Larger flows may be determined by welr
mensurements,

When the water supply I8 far from the ram
site, It 18 usunl to pipe the flow to an open lunk
or reservolr loeated so as to secure the desired
length and fall of drive plpe. Sometimes the
flow of a gpring Is too small to actunte a ram that
is sufficlent for dowestle requirements, In such
Instances and where a uvearby brook ean be
dammed to ebtain the necessary power head, the
recoll of the ram way be employed to admit the
spring water, which Is pumped by a fall of the
brook water to the pipe drive

Motlon of water produces friction, which ip-
